Origin of the Bride's Dowry—Pay Wed- 


dlngn Which A™ Still In Vogue In 
Some Part* of Germany—Neighborhood 
Goniultationa to Prevent Duplications. 


When men stole their wives without 


the formality of considering in the least 
the feelings, wishes or preferences of the 
ladies concerned, there waa no thought 
of presenting the bride with'anything 
save the necessary utensils for house- 
keeping and the promise of condign pun- 
ishment in case they were not properly 
and efficiently used. When, however, 
marriage became a contract, and was 
recognized aa such, the consent of the 
bride was an important preliminary, and 
was generally secured by gifts, some- 
times of nominal, often of real value. 
At first these were made to her father, 
aa she was regarded as his property, 
and so she waa virtually purchased from 
him, the amount of the purchase money 
being sometimes fixed after no little 
dickering on both sides, tho father ex- 
alting the value of the girl and declar- 
ing that there never was such a daugh- 
ter in the market as his daughter, tho 
would be husband calling attention to 
her defects and the high price demanded 
for her in comparSSKwith other girls of 
her age. 


As civilization changed the conditions 


of life, the married state became much 
more expensive; the wife beoameadrain 
on the resources of her husband, and 
then began to demand that, instead of 
paying for their wives, they should re- 
ceive some compensation for being will- 
ing to marry. Thus originated tho bride's 
dowry, on the principle that as marriage 
is a contract and the expenses of a mar- 
ried man are far greater than those of a 
bachelor, tho bride should contribute to 
the resources of the household. When 
neither the bride nor the bride's father 
was able to provide her dowry, it was 
sometimes raised by contributions from 
friends, and the convenience of this 
method commended it to more than one 
nation at about tho same time. In sev- 
eral country districts of Germany pay- 
weddings are still in vogue, entertain- 
ment for man and beast being provided, 
and tho guests paying, as at a hotel, for 
what they had received, the sums thus 
raised constituting a fund for the young 
couple. In Illyria, at the conclusion of 
the wedding feast, a row of tubs is placed 
before tho door and into these the wed- 
ding guests cast their presents just pre- 
vious to departure. In Wales the same

In every Welsh neighborhood, until 


almost the middle of the presen t century, 
there was a functionary known as the 
bidder. The duty of this important offi- 
cial was to give notice of an approach- 
ing marriage, which he did by peram- 
bulating the'neighborhood and surround- 
ing country announcing the festivities, 
inviting everybody to attend, and stating 
in pleasant doggerel rhymes the impor- 
tant people who would be present, tho 
merits of the groom, tho beauty and 
graces of the bride, and the abundance 
and delicacy of the viands that would be 
placed before the guests. Ho also served 
notice on all persona indebted in wed- 
ding gifts to tho groom and bride or to 
their parents to pay up at once, the 
meaning of which peculiar dun will be 
apparent in the light of the fact that, on 
previous occasions, the parents of the 
pair have contributed to the household 
effects of half the neighborhood, mid 
naturally desire a return. 


On the day of the wedding the- presents 


are laid out In rows on tables, and an 
auctioneer, paid for the purpose, attends 
and values at n cash rate everything that 
has been presented. 
Receipts in due 


form are given, and in case tho gift is 
not the payment of a debt similarly iii- 
curred, 11 return of similar value is ex- 
pected when a marriage takes place in 
the family of the donor. 
By this plan 


the drain on resources of families for 
wedding presents is, in some measure, 
made good by a return, for among the 
Welsh the same kind of article is, if pos- 
sible, returned when payment is request- 
ed, so that he who gives a pickle dish 
receives u pickle dish, and to prevent a 
multiplicity of pickle dishes a consulta- 
tion of neighbors is generally held, at 
which tlie gifts to be made arc deter- 
mined. 


Among the wedding presents, how- 


ever, there is often one which, from its 
peculiarity, ia observable. It is n gift 
from the groom to the bride, and is in 
the form of a small box, to contain such 
little trinkets as she may have. Once it 
was an invariable accompaniment of a 
wedding, but, like the bidding and tho 
bidder, it is now falling into disuse, and 
is nioro rarely seen than even in tho 
middle of the present century. 
But 


thrae or four hundred years ago tho 
wedding casket was as important an ac- 
cessory to the ceremony as the ring. 


During the middle ages there were 


among the kings and noblemen of Eu- 
rope two kinds of marriages—the one in 
which tho wife shared the honor of her 
husband and her children inherited his 
rank and fortune, if he had any, tho 
other in which he gave his left hand 
during the ceremony; vhis wife was 
merely his legalized companion, her 
children could not inherit his property 
and she herself did not take his name 
nor share his rank. The latter marriage 
was confirmed the morning after its cel- 
ebration by a gift—the morgengabe— 
generally of deeds to property, the doc- 
uments being inclosed in a small but 
valuable box. 


In these days the wedding casket was 


for the bridegroom a solemn reality, for 
he was expected not only to provide the 
casket, but also to fill it with the finest 
jewels his means could procure. When 
this species of gift was found to be too 
much of a tax the jewels were omitted 
from the programme, but the box was 
retained and presented, usually with a 
single piece of money inside, as symbolic 
of "all the worldly goods" with which 
the groom, even to the present day, ia 
supposed to endow his bride.—St. Louin 
Globe-Democrat.

Her cheeks were pale 
aud sunken and she wore an expression 
of groat despondency.

FORGED PRATT & CO.'S NAME. 


A Chicago Clerk Proves to be a 


Clever Crook. 


In the Chicago Tribune of yesterday 


s the following account of the crooked- 
ness of Ralph Dix, a reckless young 


man, 
who was in the employ o£ R. E- 


'ratt A" Co., grain commission merchants, 
who have an office on the second floor of 
,he Rialto Building, adjoinniog the Chi- 
•ago Board of Trade: 


"Officer John Hartnett of the West 


Lake street station was at the corner of 
?auline and West Monroe streets Mon- 
day night when a boy who was-walking 
with his head down almost ran into him. 
The boy looked up and, noticing that 
ilartnett was an officer, turned squarely 
about and walked rapidly away on Pauline 
street. 
This conduct made Hartnett 


suspicious, and he followed. 
The lad 


,urned into an alley and started to run, 
and as he did so threw a bundle of papers 
nto an ash box. 
Hartnett caught him 


md recovered the bundle which he Lad 
thrown away. It was examined at the 
station and was found to contain over 
eighty forged checks. 


'i'he boy gave his name as Ralph Dix. 


Be is 17 years old and until recently was 
employed by the commission firm of R. 
E. Pratt «t Co. He has lived several years 
with his aunt on West Monroe street near 
Kedzie avenue. Young Dix, it is said, has 
a great knack for counterfeiting signa- 
tures. A year or more ago he forged his 
aunt's name to a check and was arrested. 
She refused to prosecute and the case was 
dismissed on his promise of good behavior. 
Since then he has succeeded in passing 
tour checks and obtaining over 8200. 
The checks were written on the blanks of 
,he Union National baok. 


Young Dix made them payable to Win. 


Cunningham, signed the name of E. E. 
Pratt k Co., and wrote Cunningham's 
endorsement on the back. 
The work 


was so cleverly done that the checks were 
received without question at the bank, 
Dix was discharged from his poeition,but 
succeeded in carrying off Pratt & Co.'s 
check book. He forged eighty checks, 
using the blanks in the book and writing 
indorsements on each. On these checks 
he counterfeited the signatures of James 
H. Walker \- Co., Charles O. Hill ,Y Co., 
J. B Marston, F. S. Borel, and other 
business firms. Among other papers 
found in the boy's pockets was a sheet of 
foolscap on which he had practiced writ- 
ing these names. Dix will be charged 
with forgery and brought before Justice 
Eberhardt."

Oatmeal. 


The manufacture of oatmeal from oats 


is MTV dillerent from the making of 
(lour from wheat. The cleaning process- 
es in the first place involve much more 
labor and lequire more time and machin- 
ery, the oat kernel being mcumbered 
with its hull, and more bulky and diffi- 
cult to separate from foreign substances, 
Aftei cleaning and before hulling, the 
o,its are dried by heat, an operation de- 
manding still more special machinery, 
rind mjmringtiuu'niid careful attention. 
After drjing they are cooled and sent to 
the hnliers. 
These are stones with a 


sharp grit, and the hulling process must 
bo carefully managed, as it is important 
to avoid breaking the kernel. Good ma- 
chinery is required fur all these opera- 
lions. In preparing the menl from the 
kernel-i the rolling process has almost 
cntire'.v superseded tho former method 
of hleel cutting, as the rolled meal may 
be cooked mm h quicker, requiring less 
than one-quarter of the time needed for 
the cut meal.—(iond Housekeeping.

The connections of the oldest tradi- 


tions are afforded first by language and 
legends, for thff study of which no mu- 
seums are required. Next to these in 
value are material objects, particularly 
useful ones, with which are associated 
antique designs and mythic—sometimes 
superstitious—meanings, and which also 
in their forms, decorations and applica- 
tions give very definite view of their 
age. 
It is the purpose of the projected 


museum of costumes and household 
goods to collect these objects—not the 
only purpose, for there are many stages 
in the historical development of peoples 
which have left their traces in dress and 
furnishings, but the principal one. A 
museum of costumes and household 
goods will, therefore, close the gaps be 
tween ethnological and prehistoric mu- 
seums on the one side and between eth- 
nological and historical museums on the 
other. 
It will do for our own people 


what ethnological museums have done 
in relation to foreign peoples, partic- j 
ularly to savage.-;: it will seek out ob- 
jectsof the present as historical museums 
have recovered them from the tombs 
and dwelling places of primitive times, 
and will give for the common life and 
conduct of the peoples what historical 
museums have furnished as to their ec- 
clesiastical and courtly life.—Rudolph
